Chinoso New Year has passed off quietly 
but the stresta look- dreary without the 
asual brilliant red posters on the houses, 
which are strigily forbidden. The peogle 
at first did not eredit the officials with 
gamestness in regard to the mourning 
regulations and thera wero several arresta 
made of citizons whose heads showed 
gvidence of tho use of the razor; two pro 
minent merchants, for instance, were parad- 
ed in disgracs through tho streets and 
imprisoned. Great fear therefore fell on 
all and many men wero in hiding until 
their hair was grown ! 

Nothing more soriops has been heard of 
the mutiny at Ping Chau, 180 li from 
Nanning, where the soldiers rose aad 
killed their commander and his secretary. 

Largo numbers of workmen are atill busy 
repairing the Bund, Over $9,000 has been 
set apart for this purpose, and though out- 
wardly the work looks well, yot the old’ 
mistakes still remain, ie. an insecure 
foundation -below, and sbove boggy Jand 
which will allow tho pond water to per- 
colate through and make the bund an easy 
prey the next time the river is in flood. 

Captain Eldridge and his assistants have 
been busy surveying the river and haya 
now almost completed their arduous work, 
which has not bocn without risks and 
dangers, as for instance taking soundings 
on slippery rocks above s rushing current. 
Captain Eldridge is expected here shortly 
whon he will make his report to the Tao-tai. 

The officials are promulgating a scheme 
for altering tho drainage of Nanning. 
It is considered that the present syatem 
allows too big a drop for the water-into tho 
river, and that it must be so arranged that 
the fall ba made more. gradual. This has 
no connection with modorn acience, but 
fas something to do with ‘Fung: Shui," 
“for it is feared that if the sewage oscapos 
too quickly that it is symbolic of the city’s 
wealth running away ! 


FRENCH EXPLORATION 
IN CHINA. 

Advices received by the Paris Geo- 
graphical Society sbow that the French 
expedition under Captain @’Ollone, which 
set out a couple of years ago to traverse the 
western provinces of China from south to 
north, has some exciting experiences on the 
borders of China and Tibet. Tho expedi- 
tion comprises several members, who by 
carrying out their work insmall parties, have 
managed to cover a great deal of ground:

in reaching tho remarkable bend of the 
Hwang-ho, where after touching the north. 
western border of Szechuan, the river breaks 
back for s space into Tibet. Subsequently 
the expedition followed the river valley for

New routes were followed and intarest- 
ing additions madé to knowledge of the 
Tibetan borderland and its inhabitants ; 
but, like previous expeditions in the same 
region, the French explorors found that 
tho’ tribes were decidedly hostilo. The 
people appear to be distinct both from 
the Tib-tans proper and from the Mongols, 
and their country also differs in “physi- 
eal characteristics from: other parts of 
Tibet. It is a rolling grassland, situa- 
ted at an-average altitude of ‘thirteen 
thousand feet. On his way to Lanchon, 
after leaving this country, Captain d’Ollone 


paid a visit to the: groat lamasary of La- | 


brang, which he describes asa much more 
imposing place than Kumbum, the mon- 
astery where the Dalai Lama resided for 
some time after his arrival in China. An 
iuteresting incident in the later stages of 
the expedition was the meeting of Captain 
@Ollone's. party. with. the. French ar- 
chological expedition under M. PeHliot, 
who haye been engaged in making their 
way though Chinaso Turkestan from” — 
to east.

The health of the King, by the way, 
appears to be much better ainco his stay at 
Brighton. Ho is cheerful ond has been 
out'in bad weather shooting; so I think 
thot may he taken to dispose of the alarmist 
rumours that were in circulation last weok 
as to a possible return of the abdominal 
trouble that caused his: serious operation 
and the postponement: of the ‘coronation. 
Biz subjects are delighted and his recep- 
tion evarywhore gets an added touch of 
cordiality therefrom. 


Tt is known that the naval programme 
for the next year will be an oxtensive one. 
Tho oxperts at the Admiralty are busy 
with the plans and the estimates just now 


and, of course, no inkling has been’ 


allowed to escape to the public of what 
in to be proposed. An authority on 
gneh ‘matter, however, assures me that 
if the standard of strength is’ to be 
maintained at that of ‘two powers plas 
ten per cont,” six battleships and possibly 
seven, of the Dreadnought class, must be 
allowed for. Both sides, except a small 
section of Labour and extreme Radical 
members, whose watchword fs economy 
will support the additions to the navy; 
for ‘the leaders on both sides are pledged 
to a strong navy policy. The recent 
paper troubles with Germany did that 
much good anyway—they extracted from 
Mr Asquith plain statementa of adherence 
to this naval policy.

Of course it will 
take some years for the full effects to be 
seen, hut the pessimists aro convinced 
that Old Age Pensions were & step in 
‘the wrong direction. It has taken 
many a long year to induce ‘the British 
workingman to recognise tho advantages 
of belonging to one or other of the 
diferent benefit societies which ensure 
provision against’ sickness. and the 
inevitable expenses occasioned by the 
death of the bread-winner of the family, 
The idea underlying these Societies was 
no new one, either’ in * England or 
Scotland. ‘As dar. back os 1655 the 
Carters of Leith ‘had on Tncorporaiien 
which aflorded sick benefits, and this 
Society still exiats. ‘Then there was the 
United General Sea Box of Borrowstoun- 
ness Friendly. Society, founded in 
1634; the Sea Box of. St. Andrews, 
founded ten years Ister; and the 
Fraternity of Dyers in Linlithgow, which 
began operations in 1670 and is still at 
work. These are asnong the ckdest of 
the friendly societies, though it will 
come o8 a surprise to some people to 
hear that there are at present working 
in Great Britain 229 benefit societies 
which were founded over a hundred 
years ago. It was not, however, till the 
Oddfellows, the Foresters, the Hearts of 
Oak, the Hand-in-Hand and similar-as- 
sociations were formed that the great 
mass of the working classes became 
interested in’ theso thrifty schemes,

For the p of developing the national 
resources of Japan the favourable ion 
and good-will of the large commercial ‘and 
financial interests of thia country whose 
business lies in the Far East must be of 
considerablo value to Ja) .. They were 
very helpful to her credit during the war 
and can be even moré helpfol in the 
economic campaign which she now purposes 
to prosecute with increased activity. It is 
these classes and the mach lacger number 
of people influenced by then+ who will be 
particularly gratified by the proof thatJapan 
means to apply tho doctrines which Count 
Komura reaffirms with eo much emphasis, 
‘They have beon complaining, not withoub 
cause, that such tangible proofs have nob 
been forthcoming in those Chinese provinces 
under Japanese control. The condnet of the 
Japanese Government as regards the Faku- 
men Railway seems to them absolutely irre- 
concilable with Count EKomurn’s statement 
that Japan has invariably practised the prin- 
ciples of the open door and equality of 
opportunities. This country freely made 
very ample allowance for Japan's difficulties 
iti Manchuria during the firat months after 
the war and choerfully accepted the Japan- 
ese assurances, and hoy and expected 
they would presently be fulfilled.
